The Federal Arena 


Winnipeg. —The .Canadian Council 
of Agriculture, which has been in ses- 
sion here, concluded its business by 
announcing to the public its decision 
to enter the field of Dominion poli- 
tics, and calling a conference of re- 
presentatives of the farnier organiza- 
tions of three prairie provinces and 
Ontario, ‘for the purpose of the co- 
ordination of effort to secure the elec- 


tion to the federal parliament of sup-+: 
porters of the new national policy of | 


the council. 

In preparation for this event, the 
platform which was issued a year 
ago has been revised. 
up to date by the addition of planks 
calling _ for the federal electorate be- 
ing placed on a political basis -and 
nationalization only. 

The decision -in regard to the call- 
ing of a conference was only reached 
after a day and a half’s debate. The 
principal point of discussion was if it 
should be composed of represetita- 
tives of all the provinces or of only 
those where there was a working 
farmers’, organization. 


A proposition had been submitted | 


by J. B. Musselman, that it should 
be open to delegates of political or- 
ganizations in the various provinces, 
which had for their main object the 
support of the farmers’ platform,. but 
eventually the main resolution was 
adopted. 

The full text of the resolution was 
as follows: 

“Whereas the new national policy 
advocated in the platform of the 
Canadian Council of Agriculture is 
based upon the broad national econ- 
omic interests of Canada, without re- 
spect to any paruouler class or occu- 
‘pation; 

“And whereas a political organiz- 
ation has been promoted within the 
provincial bounds of Alberta, Sas- 
katchewan, Manitoba and Ontario; ; 

“And whereas conditions now de- 
mand the better co-ordination of the 
political effort,of the organized thus 
far for the purpose of electing sup- 
porters of the national policy of the 
Dominion Government; 

“Be it resolved, that the executive 
of the*Canadian Council of Agricul- 
ture be instructed, to invite repre- 
sentation from the provinces named 


. he eration of these matters.” 


During the consideration of the na- 
tional platform, the clause calling for 
the immediate repéal of the War 
Time Elections Act was eliminated, 
the Act having passed out of exist- 
ence on August 1, and the following 
substituted: , 

“That the new Dominion Elections 
Act shall be based on the principles 
of establishing the federal electorate 
on the provincial franchise, thus pro- 
viding for giving votes for women ‘in 
the federal elections.” The following 
addition was made.to the platform: 

“We recomimend a Naturalization 
Act based on personal nationalization 
only.”

“The demands made upon the rail- 
ways equipment and facilities in 
Western Canada during the past two 
have rarely been 
| exceeded. This is due to a variety 
of causes. In the first place, owing 
to the three months’ strike in the 
‘Western Canadian mines, many 
points in the prairie provinces were 
caught by the early coming in of 
“winter, practically without any coal 
whatever, and the sudden severe wea- 
ther Which has extended all over the 
West has created an unprecedented 
‘demand for coal. The tonnage of 
western coal being handled to-Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan is tremen- 
dously greater than has been handled 
in previous years, and this means a 
heavy coal movement in the same 
direction with grain and stock, and 
the handling of thousands of empty 
cars west of the mines. This coal to 
a large extent formerly came in the 
grain empties returning from _ the 
lake head, but the shortage of Ameri- 
can anthracite this year and the grea- 
ter favor in which western coal is 
now held for domestic purposes has 
caused an enormous increase in the 
movement -from the western mines, 
and has placed upon the railways a 
correspondingly increased burden. 
“The dry season in Southern Al- 
berta and Southern Saskatchewan, 
resulting, as it has, in large sections 
of stock-raising territory being de- 
nuded of feed, has caused an_extra- 
ordinary heavy movement of stock 
from these sections to the markets, 
as well as.a large movement froin 
these sections to portions of northern 
Alberta and Saskatchewan where 
feed is plentiful, or can be produced, 
and the railways are also being called 
upon to handle thousands of cars 2f 
feed into the drought areas, which 
are not handled in ordinary — years. 
The heavy snowfalls made it neces- 
sary that this stock be moved out 


and feed handled at once, to prevent 
suffering, and the railways are exert- 
ing every effort to accomplish this. 


“The severe weather, resulting. as 
stoppage of  fall-plowing 


and other farm. work, has been fol- 
“py neavy Increases “In. grain 


marketing, and this, together with 
the demand for increased exportation 
of whé@at, has added to the burdens 
of the railways. 

“A very acute shortage of cars in 
the United States has made it ex- 
ceedingly difficult to secure return 
of Canadian cars going into the 
States loaded, and this has been par- 
ticularly the case “in connection with 
‘stock cars. In order to expedite the 
stock movement, the railways have 
been forced to furnish box cars for 
local stock movement, on the basis 
of two box cars to handle the num- 
ber of animals ordinarily handled 
in one stock car, which has depleted 
the supply of box cars for other pur- 
poses, 

“In addition to all this the severe 
weather and heavy snowstorms have 
necessarily slowed up the movement 
of traffic to some extent and has in- 
terfered with the distribution of 
empties through the necessity for us- 
ing engines’ to operate snowplows in- 
stead of hauling, trains of empties. 

“Preference in ‘car supply and

Viscount Grey 
May Recover Sight 


Washington Specialists Diagnosed 
Cause in an Abscessed 
Tooth 


Halifax, N.S.—The Canadian Press 
learns on the most reliable authority 
(a passenger on one of the big liners 
coaling here) that the cause for the 
blindness of which Viscount Grey, 
British ambassador to ‘Washington, 
is afflicted, has been diagnosed by an 
eminent United States specialist, Dr. 
Wilmer, of Washington. The origin 
of the affliction is said to have been 
found in an abhscessed tooth, which 
has impaired the optic nerve. 

Viscount Grey, it will be recalled, 
was obliged to withdraw from poli- 
tical life on account of this affliction 
and it was only for reasons of vital 
principle bound up in the appoint- 
ment that he accepted temporarily 
the position of ambassador.

trolling the liquor traffic with the 
object of eliminating the abuses and 
excesses which seem to be insepar- 
able from it ‘has long been the sub- 
ject of agitation and legislation, Pos- 
sibly no one question has-resulted in 
the passage of a greater volume of 
legislative, the enactment of more re- 
strictive laws, or the taking of more 
votes, than that of public control of 
the traffic in intoxicants. And not- 
withstanding it all, we are still far 
from having solved the problem in a 
satisfactory manner.

According to legislation passed at 
the: recent special session of, Parlia- 
ment, the manufacture of liquor is 
prohibited, except for purposes of ex- 
port, in those provinces which pro- 
hibit the sale. Furthermore, the im- 
portation of liquor into individual 
provinces can be made illegal if the 
legislature of a province asks by reso- 
lution that a plebiscite vote be taken 
by the Federal authorities within such 
province on the subject of importa- 
tion, and a majority of the voters de- 
clare in favor of prohibiting such im- 
portation. But after peace is pro- 
claimed, and until such a plebiscite is 
asked for and held and a verdict fav- 
orable to prohibition rendered, im- 
portation of liquor for personal use, 
but not for sale, will be perfectly le- 
gal in all Canadian provinces.. Thus 
the ‘prahibitions which have been in 
force under orders in council — will 
cease with the proclamation of peace. 

So long as importation into a prov- 
ince is legal, it is manifestly impos- 
sible for any provincial legislature or 
government to enforce prohibition of 
the liquor traffic. It can prohibit the 
sale of liquor, but that is all. And so 
long as importation is legally per- 
mitted existing abuses against which 
a large section of the people are com- 
plaining will continue. And at the 
best it will not be impossible to stop 
such importation for from six months 
to a year. 

When such a plebiscite vote is 
eventually held in any province, and 
if the popular verdict should be to 
permit importation, then the provin- 
cial authorities will have to seriously 
consider whether it would not be bet- 
ter to provide for some form of regu- 
lated and controlled sale within the 
province, rather than: have the door 
left wide open to indiscriminate indi- 
vidual importation of liquor ‘in un- 
limited quantitics.

Clay Deposits 


Interest Shown by Capitalists in De- 
velopment of Saskatchewan's 
Natural Resources 

Immense deposits of high grade 
brick-making clay have been discov- 
ered at the Elbow, according to An- 
drews & Cruikshank, analytical and 
consulting chemists, Regina, who re- 
cently analyzed samples brought in 
by farmers of the Elbow district, It 
has been further discoveréd that a 
very valuable deposit of iron pyrites 
underlies the clay, so that the men 
who file on these claims and succeed 
in developing the discoveries have a 
double-barrelled source of revenue, 
Iron pyrites furnish sulphuric acid, 
which is a ‘basic acid in chemistry 
and is worth $35 a ton, while a,valu- 
able by-product. is obtained in red 
oxide. Claims extending over a quar- 
ter section have been filed on and an 
endeavor is being made to interest 
capital, says the Regina Leader. 

A few days before the discovery of 
the iron pyrites was made, an Old 
Country capitalist, who manufactures 
sulphuric acid in England, was in the- 
office of Andrews & Cruickshank and 
said-that he would be willing to man- 
ufacture sulphuric acid here if ne)

Messrs. Andrews & Cruikshank in- 
formed The Leader that ‘all indica- 
tions point to a great movement by 
Old Country capital in the develop- 
ment of the natural resources of the 
West, and that the next two or three 
years should see some important in- 
vestments in directions which up till 
now have been entigely neglected in 
this province.
